Black Nosed Cattle 


Should Be Avoided in Breeding 
Stock of White Nosed Breeds 
Quite frequently one sees a 

beef animal or a pure-bred of 

some of the beef breeds which 
should have alight colored nose, 
but whose nose is black. Sever- 
al. Shorthorn cattle are found 
each year with this defect. Of 
course, this can be no objection 
in black-nosed breeds of recog- 
nized merit. A writer in the 

Live Stock Journal believes 

that: 

“In most cases the objection 
to the black ‘nose is well found- 
ed where the animal is needed 
tor grazing ; but if it is not de- 
rived from a good black-nosed 
breed it is not objectionable. If 
it comes from a.Channel island 
cross, it is not difficult to trace, 
because as long as there is black 
on.the muzzle the “ horse-shoe” 
marking can be traced. This is 
often not objectionable, but 
rather the reverse, in dairy 
cattle, as a streak of Channel 
Island blood in a cow of bigger 
breed: often improves its value 
for milking purposes. Not at 
all a bad beast may be found 
with a black nose where it 
traces back to a cross with a 
good Welsh breed. As 2 matter

Youngest Volcanoes In B.C. 

rofessor Birwosh, who has been 
at work on the geology cf British Col- 
umbia for several years, has return- 
ed from an examinattion of Garibaldi, : 
which may have the effect of placing | 
that splendid mountain and some 
of its neigubors in the positio.. of be- 
ing the youngest volcxnos in the pro- 
vince. He went up to the recent sum- 
mit camp of the B.C. Mountaineering 
Club, and accompanied |y the presl- 
dent, Jr, W. J. Gray, made a careful 
study of the district. He has found 
that Garibaldi, Red Mountain and an- 
other smaller volcano ‘iave been built 
upon.a glaciated surface apout 5000 
feet high. None of the ree volcan- 
oes bears theawnarks of glaciation, ex- 
cept insofar as their own home-grown 
glaciers have been able to modify 
their outlines in some very slight de- 
| gree. But the. work of such local 
| glaciers requires very careful looking 
for; whereas the platfurm from which 
the volcanic piles stand up has been} 
glaciated so intensely that even the 
| inexperienced eye can recognize it. 
Ks The lava streams which flowed from 
the volcanoes, and the be: of stuff 
| which were formed by the accumula- 
tion of ‘the fragmentary material 
blown out of their crates during erup- 
tion, are all to be traced, cold, black, 
and forbidding, lying upon the gently 
undulating surface of the glaciated 
| plateau. 

Professor Burwash believes the evi- 

dence .he has obtained sufficient to 
prove that these volcanoes came into 
lexistence during thfe second sta.;» of 
the glacial epoch. He regards it as 
very doubtful, however, ff the vol- 
canic action had begun whe. the first 
stage of the glacial epoch was on. The 
general moulding cf the platform on 
which Garibaldi stands was done dur- 
ing that earlier stage, when the ice 
spread far and piled high. 
} These are very important results, 
Something of the geological interest 
of the district was recognized by the 
members of the Mountainecring Club 
during the summer camps. ‘The pho- 
tographs which appeared in the 
Sorthern Corcilleran, together with 
the descriptive notes of Messrs Gray 
and Sainson, showed the desirability 
jof having an examination made by 8 
\geologicul expert. Now that this has] 
been done an important additional 
interest has heen given t> the Alpine 
hinterland of Vancouver.
